After being informed by Mr. Sey- 
— of the action of the Senate, he 
said: 

SENATORS :—This is probably the 
last time that I shall ever address 
you as the same body in this Cham- 
ber, as your Segislation is now closed 
for your present term of service. I[ 
shall call the present Senate to order 
no more, and in the course of human 
events it is not probable that you will 
allever mect here again as members 
of the Senate. 

If I live to return here to my seat, 
as President of the Senate, on the 
third Monday of November next, it 
would be unreasonable to expect to 
meet all the members of the present 
Senate in the next. 

The unceasing and resistless tide of 
time is hurrying us rapidly onward 
to that unseen and unknown destiny 
from whence no traveller returns. 
Our sojourn here is transitory, and 
we shall soon pass away and be for- 
gotton. As public servants we shall 
be held accountable for our steward- 
ship. 

Various acts have been passed, and 
they must necessarily be subjected vo 
the test of criticism and to the judg- 
ment of public opinion. If they are 
decided to be wise and necessary, you 
can reflect with pleasure in your re- 
tirement upon your legislative ser- 
vices. But whatever may be the de- 
cision of public opinion in relation to 
the wisdom and justice of your legis- 
lation, it will go before the great 
tribunal of the people, and it will 
pass into the history of the times in 
which we live. 

Allow me, Senators, to say in,part- 
ing with you, in the language of 
Cardinal Wolsey to Cromwell— 

‘*Be just, and fear not. Let all the 
ends thou aim’st at be thy country’s, 
Thy God’s and truth’s.” 

And now, Senators, allow me to 
tender you my sincere thanks for the 
constant and uniform kindness and 
respect which you have shown to me 
as the presiding officer of this honor- 
able body. I know that I have earn- 
estly and faithfully endeavored on all 
occasions to discharge all my official 
duties fairly and impartially, and I 
can enjoy the gratification of believ- 
ing that in making this acknowledge- 
ment I speak in accordance with the 
conscientious sentiments of each and 
every Senator. 

We now part, and it may be, never 
to all meet again in this world. May 
peace be with you, and may con- 
tinual health and prosperity attend 
you through life, and when you have 
served the present age, and fulfilled 
your destiny on earth, may we all 
meet in that great ‘‘general assembly 
and church of the first-born,”’’ 
“Where sickness and so row, pain and 


ea .h, 
Are felt and feared no’ more.”’ 
Senators, I bid you all an affec- 
tionate fareWell. ‘This Senate stands 
adjourned without day.

tinued honor and the glory of North 
Carolina. 
Mr. Gorman said : 


Mr. Speaker: In introducing this | 


resolution I feel sure that the senti- 
ments it contains are heartily en- 
dorsed by every individual of this 
body, without regard to party affilia-— 
tion. Although I am young in leg- 
islation, I have watched from my 
youth the deliberations of the Legis- 
latures which have assembled in this 
Hall, and I Know that the ability and 
proficiency our presiding officer has 
exhibited has never been excelled 
and has seldom been equalled. The 
courtesy, urbanity and impartiality 
he has shown has tended in no little 
degree to promote the kindly and 
friendly feelings which have anima- 
ted our membership during the ses— 
sions of this House, and his capacity 
in the Chair has done much in expe- 
diting business. The State owes him 
a debt of gratitude for his faithful ser- 
vices, and we owe him our heartfelt 
thanks, and in retiring to his moun- 
tain home, I feel sure he carries with 
him the friendship and best wishes of 
every individual of this body. 

Mr. Watson said he heartily en- 
dorsed the resolution. He could not 
add a word to the remarksof the gen- 
tleman from Wake, (Mr. Gorman,) 
but hoped the House would adopt the 
resolution by a rising vote. 

Mr. Guyther, of Washington, was 
heartily in favor of the resolution. 
His legislative experience extended 
over a space of thirty-six years, and 
never had he seen a presiding officer 
discharge the duties of the position 
with more promptness, impartiality 
and ability than the present Speaker. 
He deserved and had the thanks and 
endorsation of every member on the 
floor. Hegave the resolution his un-

The question of the adoption of the

On motion of Mr. Johnston,the bill 
to secure the adjustment of the State 
debt, was taken up. Mr. Johnston 
offered an amendment making Gov. 
Caldwell, J. J. Davis, of Franklin, 
and W. S. Battle, of Edgecombe, 
the proposed Commissioners. The 
amendment was adopted, 

An amendment was also adopted 
striking out that portion of the pro- 
viso which says the Commissioners 
shall receive no compensation for 
their services. The yeas and nays 
were called and the bill was adopted 
by a vote of yeas 58, nays 21. 

Mr. Moring’s bill fur the adjust- 
ment of the State debt, was taken up 
and passed its third reading—yeas 
47, nays 37. 

The Judiciary Committee reported 
unfavorably upon the resolution im- 
peaching Judge 8S. W. Watts. The 
report says thatinvestigation did not 
sustained by the charges. The report 
went on the Calendar. 

The bill to ineorporate Newport 
College, Carteret county, was taken 
up and passed its several readings. 

The resolution in faver of the door- 
keepers of the House, was taken up 
and passed its several readings. 

Mr. Turner offerred a resolution 
rescinding the resolution adjourning 
at 12 m., and fixing the hour for ad- 
journment for3 p. m. The resolu- 
tion was adopted. The resolution 
went to the Senate for concurrence. 

Mr. Wheeler offered a resolution 
of thanks of the House to the clerks 
of the House, and the reporters of the 
city papers. The resolution was 
adopted. 

The bill to lay off and establish a 
public road from the Virginia line, 
via Dobson, to Winston, was taken 
up and passed its third reading.

I can say truthfully that I 
have received, as your presiding offi- 
cer, the utmost respect and consider- 
ation from each individual member of 
the House. I cherish none but feelings 
of friendship and kindness for each 
member of your body. I camefintothe 
Chair entirely without solicitation on 
my part, and confess that I assumed 
its duties with misgivings and doubt. 
As I assured you in the beginning, IL 
have endeavored to ‘‘ Know neither 
party nor friend in the government of

In many places the crusaders 
have been successful, inducing, or 
forcing, thesaloon-keepers to‘close up 
their establishments, and in some in- 
stances the latter have been 
induced to join the throng and 
assist in raiding upon their 
late colleagues in business. The 
mania is spreading throughout the 
whole Northwest and threatens to 
utterly overthrow the liquor traffic 
in thatsection. And now this march 
of progress is to be tried in the East. 
Worcester, Mass., is to have a dose of 
the women-temperance movement, 
and the liquor-dealers are already 
putting their houses in order. Other 
places will doubtless have to try the 
movement on for awhile, for the 
‘sensation’? will find adherents in 
every portion of the sensation-loving 
North. 

We can see put little if any perma- 
nent good in this warfare.

than formerly. We are friendly to 
all temperance moyements that look 
tothe positive removal of the evil 
from the country; but this crusade 
gmacks too much. of fanati- 
cism to have anything good in 
it, and we are pleased to believe that 
it will not find its way into the South- 
ern States, as we have that confidence 
in the modesty and propriety of the 
women of the South which forbids 
our thinking that they could forget 
their station so far as to engage in 
this sort of crusade. The evil 
must be eradicated in some other 
more practical manner. 

As a partial illustration of the 
workings of the Ohio women, the 
following incident is given of the in- 
vasion of a saloon in Waynesboro by 
the ladies of that place, headed by a 
zealous Quakeress : 

‘Extending her hand to the dealer 
with a pleasant smile, the Quakeress, 
Mrs. Jane Jones, of Burlington, Ohio, 
asked, ‘How’s thee?’ and made the 
usual request for leave to pray, which 
was courteously granted. for two 
minutes or more every head was 
bowed in deep silence, whieh alone 
would have showed the Quaker ele- 
ment in the movement there; then 
leaning on the bar, with eyes reve- 
rently turned toward Heaven, and 
hands clasped upon her bosom, the 
lady ofiered prayer. 

‘The effect was very touching to 
all, even the saloon-keeper, and the 
ladies retired with strong hopes.”’
